THE UNION QUESTION. 





We had hoped to have dismissed this subject 
from our columns long ago. 
thought that the treatment it received at the 
hands of the Legislature of this colony, upon the 
two previous occasions it was up, would have 
Bufliced to convince Victoria agitators of the ut- 
ter hopelessness of their scheme. But, true it is 
that “the best laid schemes of men and mice 
gang aftagee.” Here, in 1865, this same ques- 
tion continues to agitate pablic mind, and _ still 
occupies a prominent place amongst the political 
issues of the day. That this protracted discus- 
sion has proved injorious to the interests of both 
colonies is! safficiently evident. Vanconver Is- 
land has been bamboozled by a few political ad- 
ventarers, who huve dragged their Uewildered 
vietim to the verge of rain. These demagognes 
have made traffic. in the shame of their country. 
In endeavoring to impress their dupes | with the 
utter poverty and worthlessness; of the island 
in order that they might be induced to sell it 
more cheaply, they have most effectaally destroy. 
ed its credit-and character abroad. It is an ill 
bird that fools its own nest.) What can be 
thought of men, claiming to be the leaders of 
their country, who, in order to gratify their own 
ambition or carry out an idea, make speeches by 
the day to prove that the colony is too sterile to 

. Sustain a population of five or six thousand souls, 
and too poor to maintain its own Government ? 
That these men really believe what they assert 
is scarcely within the bounds of possibility, for 
it is only a few short months singe they painted 
Vancouver in very different colors. Bat while 
this prolonged agitation has inflicted injaries upon 
Vanconver Island which it will take years to 
‘repair, Our-own colony has not passed through 
the controversy altogether unscathed, In a young 
colony, where everything has to be created, con- 
fidence in the permaneucy of its institutions is 
of the most yital importance. The aim of the 
people of Victoria has been to invest everything 
connected with British Columbia with a tempo- 
rary and‘evanescent character, and our immigra- 
tion, passing as it does through Victoria, has 
Meen permeated with the deleterious piison of 

/ @onbt and discontent, before ever reaching our 
shores, It was only two years ago that a Mr. 
Evans—the same who has recently been figuring 
pretty largely in Victoria as a leuder and en- 
lightener(!) of the masses—was so “ stuffed” 
by these people that he actually bronght up a 
namber of kegs of fresh water for nse while pas- 
sing through the lower country. This water 
had to be purchased at Victoria, for the whole 
town was dependent for a supply apon one spring, 
and was brought up.to this city at considerable 
expense in freight and wharfage, although an 
abundant supply of most excellent water is to 
be met with in almost every part of British Col- 
____mmbia, and especially here, where it is gashing 
forth as clear-as crystal in every) direction, and 
may be had without money and withdat priee. 
We merely mention this little incident by way 
of illustrating the lengths to which the people 
of Victoria have goue in secking to prejudice 
fresh arrivals against British Columbia in gen- 
eral and New Westminster in particular. But 
we have somewhat digressed. The question of 
union again occupies the attention of oar legisla- 
ture. Some may be of the opinion ‘that it was 
unnecessary to recur to the subject now ; that 
the emphatic expression gpon the two previous 
occasions was sufficient, and that:no real danger 
is to be apprehended from anything which may 
be done in the neighboring colony. There can 
be little doubt that our neighbors have material- 
ly lessened their influence at the! Colonial office, 
and there is as little doubt that the Imperial 
Government. would decline to force a union upon 
us at the ipse dizit of a confessedly valueless 
colony. They may send home “sheaves” of pe- 
titions, and they may even succeed in inducing 


many of those who spend their time and their | 


‘-mouey between Victoria and Caribvo to. attach 
their signatures to some of these petitions ; bat 
all will be like throwing chaff against the wind. 
And yet, notwithstanding all this, it is well that 
the legislature should give another expression of 
opinion upon the sabject ; not, perhaps, so much 
for the purpose of counteracting the machinations 
snd misrepreseatations of the people of Victoria 
as for the purpose of strengthening the handa of 
the Gogernor, whose representations will Carry 
more weigtit at Downing Street than a ship-load

is rather too much, Perhaps the same explana- 
tion will apply to. oar contemporary’s marked 
silence. respecting Mr. Cornwall’s celebrated 
Pounds Ordinance ! It is unfortenate for him- 
self that he did not adopt the reticent policy in 
respect to the Waggon Tire Ordinance. Had 
‘be in that instance displayed the same amount 
_ of caution it would have been. better for him, 
But our young friend exhibits his usual want of 
judgment and taste in seeking to improve the whole 
subject. The vote of an additional £1000 to the 
Governor is handled rather indelicately, and both 
His Excellency and the Legislative Council are 
placed ijt a most equivocal position, not warranted 
by the circumstances of the case. The message 
is severe enough without the awkward criticism 
of our contemporary. There is no doubt that 
the country breathes more freely since the pro- 
mulgation of His Excellency’s Message No. 25. 
For our own part we left the Legislative Hall on 
the evening of the 8th a prey to a feeling of ha- 
miliation and misgiving. We felt that a grave 
error had been committed, and, anlike our con- 
temporary, we frankly said so at the time. We 
would pot treat harshly gentlemen who, from a 
feeling of kindly sympathy and good nature, con- 
sented to move fur an increase in the salary of 
a brother official, nor would we condemn Heads 
of Departments for endeavoring to obtain en in- 
crease. of the salaries of their subordinates, if 
they relly believed them ill paid ; and it is only 
fair to state that, in some instances, this was, in 
a manner, forced upon certain members in order 
to keep up the relative status of clerks, &c., in- 
creases having been made in other departments 
to which they were conscientiously opposed. 
_ Bat inthe simple fact, abstractly considered, of 
ten official members of a legislative body sitting 
and vuting apon their own salaries and those of 
their subofdinates there was something palpably

wrong-—something calculated tu destroy public’ 


confidence in the whole machinery of our Govern- 
ment. All this is, however, fully’ met by the 
message in question. Nay, it.is more than met. 
Good has been brought out of seeming evil, and 
His Excellency has been afforded an opportunity 
of taking a stand which must engender increased 
confidence in the Executive. We are sorry that 
we cannot approve of the scale of salaries, either 
for the heads:of departments or their. subordi- 
nates, as arranged by the Executive. The allow- 
ances tp certain of the Gold Commissioners are 
excessive, while we find’clerks who are mere 
quill-drivers, without @ particle of responsibility 
beyond writing a fair copy of a letter, actually 
in receipt of higher salaries than those apon 
whom devolves the responsibility of keeping the 
accounts and checking the revenue of the whole 
colony. In the one case to make a mistake of a 
word would simply be a “ clerical error,” to be 
passed over perhaps without even a reprimand ; 
w in thé other a cypher too miach or too 
little might cost the colony more than a year’s 
salary. Weare bound to say, therefore, that 
there ig a manifest want of discrimination, or 
something worse, in fixing the scale of these 
‘salaries, and that that want of discrimination, 
unfortunately for the revenue, takes the form of 
extravagance This is, however, a distinct sub- 
ject. We-bave, in-conclusijn, to congratulate 
the country upon @ happy issue out of the legis- 
lation of the 8th March, 1865.

“Legislative Council. 
Monpay, March 20th, 1865, 
The Council met at 3 o'clock, all the members 


being present with the exception of Hun. Mr. 


Homer. Minutes of previous meeting read and 


confirmed. 


Hon. Colonial Secretary read s message from 
the Governor, assenting to the Harbor Dues 


Ordinance. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE ANTI-UNION PETITION. 
The Hon. Mr. Holbrook rose to move for the 


consideration of the petition before the House 
against union with Vancouver Island. He 
thought it was desirable that the Council should 
give a plain and unmistakeable expression of 
opinion upon this vexed question, the prolonged 
agitation of which was injurious to the interests 
of both colonies. 


Hon. Mr. Moberly thought the consideration 


of this subject: should be postponed till the close 


of the session. 


Hon.’ Colonial Secretary stated that he was 
very glad to see the hon. member for Cariboo 
West moving the adjournment of the debate, 
and he gladly seconded that adjournment. He 
did so for several reasons ; Firstly, he consider- 
ed that ina Council constituted as the present 
one was, it was most desirable that every repre- 
sentative member should be present to express 
bis opinion upon an important question like the 
one now intended to be brought ander consider- 
ation. By the adjournment there was every 
chance that the hon. member for New Westmin- 
ster, now absent, would be enabled to take part 
in the debate. He was of opinion that it would 


be decidedly preferable to defer thé discussion 


matil the irritation had subsided which would 
natiirally be geoused in the minds of some hon. 
members by the rabitt and somewhat unscropu- 
lond abuse that had been_heaped upon ‘the late 
actions of the Council by the press of a neigh- 
boring-colény. The subject before them was ene 
that required the calmest deliberation, and he, 
as an Executive officer, wasin a somewliat strange 
position ; for while he felt that the union of these 
colonies would doubtless be an advantage so far 
as Imperial interests were concerned, yet as a 
public officer and paid servant of this colony his 
duty was to this colony alone, gnd he could not 
say, after careful consideration, that he could see 
any adyantages that would accrue to British 
Culuinbia at the present moment and in the pre- 
sent stdte of affairs, from union, although he had 
searched diligently to discover them. He was 
at present in ignorance on what terms the neigh- 
boring colony desired to be united with British 
Columbia. One day they demanded uncondition- 
al surrender, another day annexation, and a third 
anion on a basis of representative institutions. 
They had all heard of petitions and resvlutions 
emanating from so important and influential a 
body as a Chamber of Commerce, but at present 
nothing was known of these resolutions except- 
ing from the public press. Had the Council re- 
ceived them in an official form they might then 
have been dealt with, and he believed many of 
the statements contained.in them could have 
been refuted. He was of opinion that the most 
proper coarse for the Council to adupt would be 
to adjourn the debate to the end of the session, 
giving the subject, meanwhile, their most carefal 
consideration, and watching the transformation 
scenes which were being enacted elsewhere. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook was anxious to see an end 
put to this agitation, which was calculated to in- 
jure a colony which he had adopted as his home, 
and the interests of which he felt bound to defend 
to the utmost of his ability, But if the House 
thought it best to postpone the consideration of 
the subject, he would bow to their opinion, al- 
though he would prefer to have it finally dispo- 
sed of at once. The matter was, by consent, 
postponed. 

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced his Bill to abol- 
ish imprisonment for debt. The Bill was read 
a first time, and the-second reading set down for 
Wednesday. 

SUPREME COURT FEES BILL. 

“This Bill provides for the appointment of De- 
puty Registrars in the different districts, by the 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and establishes a 
sliding scale of. Court fees, being the English 
rates in New Westminster, double the English 
rates in the central parts of the colony, and tre- 
ble the English rates in Cariboo. It also pro- 
vides for the Court feea going into the Treasury, 
and the Deputy Registrar’s fees going into the 
breeches pockets of such Registrars. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved that the Bill be refer- 
red to a select committee. ; 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook opposed the Bill. Its ob- 
ject wag to increase the cost of justice, which was 
already quite dear enough. The rates it propos- 
ed would fall heavily upon the poor man. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem was strongly opposed to 
the Bill. The fees were too high now. It pro- 
posed # varying scale of fees, which wonld have 
the effect of virtually closing oar Courts of Jus- 
tice against the miners who were too heavily 
taxed already. The House had just imposed a 
tax upon gold which was a direct tax upon the 
ininers, and now they proposed to tax them 
still further by materially raising the fees of 
Court. If any legislation was needed in the 
matter it was in reduction of those fees. He 
was at.a loss to conceive why Government had 
introduced ‘this Bill, for any revenneto be de- 
rived frum it would be very trifling indeed. Our. 
Courts should be thrown open to all classes up- 
on the samne terms, 

Hon. Mr. Ball thought the two hon. gentlemen 
who had jost spuken, misunderstood the perport 
of the measure. One could see nothing but the 
appvintment of Deputy Registrars with their 
fees, and the other could see nothing but an in- 
creased scale of Court'fees.
